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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Needed: A Long Look 


It is time for Andover to rein in and take stock. Events 
of the past few weeks have made it abundantly clear that 
the town is going to have to make some priority lists for 
itself, make some sound determinations about what it 
considers important in what order, 

Four reports recently released point up the need for 
serious, long range evaluation. 

1. The report of the School Building Committee that it 
will cost $4.8 million to construct the high school of its 
choice. 

2. The report that all bids submitted for reconstruction 
of the Shaw barn as a police station were in excess of the 
$75,000 allocated by Town Meeting. 

3. The report of the Fire Insurance Rating Assoc. re- 
commending, among many items, construction of three new 
fire stations. 

-4, The report of the assessor listing Raytheon as the 
town’s largest taxpayer, and the only one even approach- 
ing the $100,000 bracket. 

Less recently commented upon, but ever present is the 
need for a new town hall, and in the not too distant future, 
the need for five new elementary schools. Also in the 
wind, an expansion of Memorial Hall Library. 

All the ‘‘buy’’ items make more significant the fact that 
the town’s largest industry, its largest taxpayer (whose 
$117,034 tax bill is worth something in excess of 10 cents 
on the rate) is in a sensitive defense related business. 
Are we to have a broader industrial base? 

No decision about what the town wants or needs can 
be made in a vacuum. Parallel thought must be given to 
what Andover wants to be. It is time to explode or con- 
firm the impression that though Andover seeks industry, 
most residents prefer that none be found. If this be the 
majority opinion, then it is time to accept the fact that 
long range decisions about wants and needs must be 
weighed in terms of the economic consequences for the 
property owner, 

It is also a time for guidance. It isn’t enough to have 
master plans from department to department. If the citizen 
is to know clearly what he faces, those in key leadership 
posts must draft for him some kind of overall priority list. 
He should not be asked to consider schools and sewer 
projects etc. piecemeal, unaware that he is soon to be 
bombarded with equally impressive arguments in support 
of a new fire station, or a town hall or an expansion of 
the library. 

No plan is foolproof, unexpected circumstances can 
always force a shift of emphasis. But something that 
would enable the citizen to relate one problem to another 
and evaluate accordingly should make him more clear 
headed and less emotionally motivated at Town Meeting. 

It should help to answer these questions': How much of 
what the town wants does it need? And how much of what 
it needs can it have without pushing property taxes to 
intolerable levels? 


Bully For The School Committee! 


The School Committee is to be commended for agreeing 
to limit the length of its twice-monthly meetings to three 
and one half hours, 

Its many marathon sessions, some continuing until well 
past midnight, have frequently numbed the senses of ob- 
servers. Jt is doubtful that all such sessions can have 
been invigorating for the committee. Uncurtailed discus- 
sions tend to become repetitive. 

It is certain that cost per man hour would be staggering, 
if it were one the town had to pay. Total the worth of a 
bank executive, a teacher, an engineer, a homemaker, an 
insurance man and a school administrator on overtime and 
you are bound to have a fuller appreciation of the time 
given by the School Committee (and those in numerous 
other volunteer posts as well) to working for the better- 
ment of Andover.
